Steps have been taken by the Penn- 
sylvania state department of agricul- 
ture to stop the practice of selling 
olive oil which has beer adulterated 
with cotton seed oil. Director James 
W. Kellogg of the bureau of foods and 
chemistry has sent out a letter to all 
pure food agents, explaining the na- 
ture of the adulteration process and 
how to guard against it, a warning 
which may be adopted by other states 
who wish to profit by the experience’ 
in Pennsylvania. 

The letter follows: © 

“The fradulent practice consists of 
the purchase of specially prepared and 
labelléd tins and éans usually of gal- 
lon capacity, which are filled in part 
with olive ofl and mixed with a cer- 
tain amount of cottonseed oil, depend- 
ing on the prices to be cliarged. The 
specially prepared labels are ustally 
an exact facsimile of well known pure 
and imported brands with pictures of 
the olive tree and a statement show- 
ing the oil to be ‘Imported from 
Italy,’ or purchased from some well 
known oil producing company. Sore of 
the cans are labeled ‘Pure Olive Oil.’ ”
